DUCKMANTON, Derbyshire, En- 

giand, May 10.—Seventy-two min- 

ers were killed, and more than 40 


were injured early today by two 
violent gas explosions in the Mark- 
ham coal mine. At first it was be-

counted for. 

The first explosion. in a shale 
seam 2550 feet deep, occurred about 
6 a. m. as the night shift was pre- 
paring to leave the mine. A dull 
rumbling was followed by flashes 
of flame and clouds of dust. 

The second blast occurred shortly 
after 8 a. m., while the injured 
from the first explosion were being 
removed, 

Rescue workers, stripped to the 
waist, fought through roof falls to 
bring out bodies, Police broadcast 
a call for oxygen. 

Rescuers, with gas masks, sealed 
up one section of the pit to prevent 
gas from seeping through. .

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 10.—The 
promoters of the “Monastery Gar- 
den Stakes” got everything he had 
and wanted more, the Rev. James 


R. Cox testified in the United States 
District Court today. 

He said they importuned him for 
money and checks until he finally 
had given them all he owned and 
hadn’t a cent left. Then, he said, 
a tried to borrow on his secur- 
ty. 

It started, he testified at his trial 
with four other men on charges of 
fraud and of using the mails to 
further a lottery, with a $500 check 
he gave to Arthur G. Wicks, office 
manager of the contest, for “oper- 
ating expenses.” 

Then, after the contest had col- 
lapsed financially, they came to his 
office and told bum they had gath- 
ered up almost enough money to 
pay the prizes, he said. 

“Thomas A. Harkins, Wicks, and 
Sam Bloom ‘came to my office. 
They had a number of checks, and 
they said they had the money,” 
Father Cox testified. 

“They said to me, With your 
money, we'll have enough to pay 
the awards.” They told me not to 
put their checks through the bank 


right away, but they said, ‘we will 
good.“ 


Promoters’ Checks Not Good.” 

In the meantime, however, he 
testified, he discovered that the oth- 
er checks were “not good.” On 
Christmas eve, he said, Wicks and 
Harkins came to his office and 
wanted their checks back. 

“They said they would make them 
good,” he testified. “As evidence 
of good faith, they asked me to 
give them my money so they could 
show it to their friends. 

“I said to them, Take your 
checks,’ and I gave my $5122 to 
Wicks.” 

At that meeting, Father Cox said, 
he first saw the receipt for $25,000, 
already signed by Wicks and Har- 
kins. At 1 o’clock in the morning, 
he said, his chauffeur, John Ober- 
meier, came to him and said: “Here 
is a receipt Wicks and Harkins gave 
me to take to Clifford (B. J. Clif- 
ford, a promoter) at his hotel.” 

Father Cox said he replied: “I 
don’t want the receipt. It’s not any 
good.” He testified: “I tore it up.” 
Two $5000 Checks “for Security.” 

The next approach, he said, was 
made by Clifford. 

“Mr. Clifford told me that he and 
J. C. Pierman and the other pro- 
moters had to secure $25,000 for 
prize money,” he testified. 

“Clifford said he had a friend in 
Florida and might be able to bor- 
row the money.”

IN FIGHWAY CRASH 


Lawrence E. Tex and Dan- 
iel Fox Crushed When 
Auto Smashes Into 
Stalled Truck at Night. 


Lawrence E. Tex and Daniel Fox, 
University School of Medicine, were 


crashed at high speed into the rear 
end of a stalled transport truck on 
Illinois Highway 48, three miles 
southwest of Morrisonville and 
about 75 miles northeast of St. 
Louis. 

The classmates, both 25 years old, 
were returning to St. Louis from 
an. afternoon and evening visit to 
Tex’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
L. Tex of Taylorville, II. 
Christian County authorities told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
driver of the heavy truck, Charles 
C. Hunter, 4428 St. Louis avenue, 
had set out flares and a fuse when 
his.engine stalled, leaving his truck, 
loaded with nine tons of steel, on 
the highway. 

Hunter said that he was working 
on the engine when the coupe 
struck his truck. The smaller auto- 
mobile was wedged under the truck 
body and engine, seat and top were 
pushed back, crushing both occu- 
pants, who were dead when re- 
moved. The truck had to be jacked 
up before the coupe could be dis- 
engaged. The crash occurred at 
12:20 a. m.

$10,000,000 IN MUNITIONS 
SENT TO ‘ORIENT IN 5 MONTHS 


American Shipments to China To- 
taled $5,296,000; to Japan, 
$4,756,000. 


By the Associated Press. - 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Ameri- 
can shipments. of war materials to 
China and Japan exceeded $10,000,- 
000 in the five months ended April 
0, State Department records showed 
today. The rate was far in excess 
of last year. 

The new figures began with Dec. 
1, the start of the fiscal year 
adopted by the National Munitions 
Control Board, which licenses muni- 
tions shipments. 

During the five months shipments 
to China totaled $5,296,442 and to 
Japau $4,756,483. In the last fiscal 
year shipments to China were 38, 
338,210 and to Japan $1,773,942.

George S. Hayde Says Vote

4 Pendergast ‘precinet’ captain |

Frances S. Ryan, the Pendergast 
boss of the Twelfth Ward, and her 
logal assistant committeeman, Matt 
Devoe, 

The Government rested its case 
at 2:15 o’clock this afternoon in the 
fifteenth vote fraud trial in United 
States District Court upon com- 
pletion of Hayde’s testimony. 

Judge Merrill E. Otis quickly 
overruled the usual defense mo- 
tions for directed verdicts of ac- 
quittal and a plea of abatement, 
based on the contention that Mrs. 
Ryan was placed in double jeop- 
ardy. 

Bruce Barrett, of defense coun- 
sel, then made an opening state- 
ment asserting that Mrs. Ryan 
was riot a “political boss” but a 
ward committeewoman elected by 
the people. He tried to make it 
appear that Devoe issued only 
legitimate election-day instruc- 
tions, including an order not to 
drink at the polls. 

Hayde testified, in effect, that the 
election totals were predetermined.

SHANGHAI. May 10. — The Jap- 
anese bombarded Amoy, chief port 
of the southern province of Fukien, 
from the sea and air today, and 
announced their intention to oc- 
cupy the city. 

Dispatches said a Japanese na val 
force landed after heavy bombard- 
ment by 12 warships and relays of 


Japanese military headquarters 
in Shanghai said the eastern half 
of Amoy Island had been captured 
and severe fighting was in progress 
for the native city of Amoy, which 
occupies the western half of the 
island. The Japanese said much of 
the city was burning. 

Chinese dispatches to Hongkong 
said more than 100 Japanese were 
killed and 75 captured when a land- 
ing unit of 500 was surprised by an 
ambush of the defenders. 

The normal foreign population of 
Kulangsu, or Drum Waves, Island, 
is about 250. Amoy, 250,000 popu- 
lation, 620 miles down the coast 
from Shanghai, is the gateway to 
Fukien, population 12,000,000, Amoy 
is- 150 miles across Formosa Strait 
and opposite Japan’s island of For- 
mosa, 


Kulangsu Island, about three 
miles in circumference, lies across 


the harbor from Amoy Island. Fif- 


teen Americans, including Vice-

Ethiopian delegates fighting 
against recognition of the Italian 
conquest of their country won a 
temporary delay by obtaining post- 
ponement until tomorrow of the 
Council’s consideration of recogni- 
tion, 

Delegates of Britain and France, 
having won general Council ap- 
proval of Britain’s new accord with 
Italy, had tried to have the recogni- 
tion question called up at the aft- 
ernoon session. They favor ending 
the obligations of League members 
not to recognize Italy’s seizure of 
Ethiopia. 

The “realistic” great Powers were 
virtually certain to win eventually, 
for the morning session showed 
that Viscount Halifax, Britain's 
Foreign Secretary, and French For- 
eign Minister Georges Bonnet had 
the meeting well in hand. Great 
Britain and France already have. 
won assurances they would be freed 
of the League obligation not to rec- 
ognize Italy’s conquest. 

When recognition does come be- 
fore the Council the Ethiopians are 
expected to make objections to what 
would amount to expunging 
fallen realm of Haile Selassie from 
the list of nations and from League 
membership. After this members 
of the Council probably will make 
a series of declarations which will 
be considered to have freed them 
from their non-recognition pledges. 
It was not expected there would be 
a vote on the matter or any simi- 
lar formal League action. 

Reservations by Russia. 

Lord Halifax spoke in praise of 
the British-Italian accord signed at 
Rome April 16, and spokesmen of 
France, Rumania, Poland and Bel- 
gium all expressed approval. For- 
eign Commissar Maxim Litvinoff, 
for Soviet Russia, alone made res- 
ervations. He did not mention 
Spain, but said Russia hoped the 
British-Italian agreement would not 
injure the rights and privileges of 
other nations. 

The British Foreign Secretary 
was followed by Foreign Minister 
Bonnet of France, who echoed his 
words in defending the French- 
Italian agreement which still is un- 
der negotiation. 

Lord Halifax said the fact that 
Britain and Italy were able to reach 
an agreement entitled both to claim 
a contribution “to the cause of in- 
ternational peace, thereby strength- 
ening the cause which this great 
society (the League) exists to 
serve.” 

Cites Roosevelt Statement. 

Halifax also cited in defense of 
the agreement President Roose- 
velt’s statement on the subject 
which the British Foreign Secretary 
said was “peculiarly gratifying to 
his majesty’s Government.”

Halle Selassie Leaves England for 
Council Meeting. 

LONDON, May 10.—Haile Selas- 
sie, fallen Emperor of Ethiopia, left 
Bath, seaside resort where he 
spends much of his time, for Ge- 
neva today to attend the League of 
Nations Council, which is ready in 
effect to remove Ethiopia from 
league membership. A member of 
his staff accompanied him. 

His wife, the Empress Menen, and 
son, Prince Selassie, have arrived 
in France. They came from Jerusa- 
lem aboard the liner Mariette 
Pacha, docking at Marseille. As 
they entrained for Paris the Em- 
press said she did not know wheth- 
er they would go to Geneva. 

Dr. Warqneh C. Martin, Ethiopian 
Minister to London, said there was 
“no object in the Emperor going to 
Geneva.” 

“It is absolutely hopeless,” he 
added. “Our written appeals have 
been almost ignored. What would 
be the use of making a personal 
appearance?” 

He asserted that the Ethiopians 
were not a conquered race. “They 
are valiant men still fighting and 
retaining a large portion of their 
country,” he said, “They will con- 
tinue fighting to the bitter end.”

might be disappointments because 
of its failure to set aside specific 
sums for particular projects, or 
types of work, in definite areas. It 
said, however, that it felt the “ear- 
marking of the funds with refer- 
ence to individual projects, locali- 
ties, groups or otherwise would bog 
down the program and defeat the 
primary urgent end and aim of the 
entire proposal.” 
Division of Employment. 

Breaking down the job total, the 
report said an average of 2,800,000 
would be employed by the Works 
Progress Administration for the 
seven months ending next Jan. 31; 
1,000,000 by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration for the period of its 
two-year program; 275,000 by the 
National Youth Administration in 
the 1939 fiscal year and 60,000 on 
Federal public buildings. 

In addition to the 4,135,000 total, 
the committee said appropriations 
already approved for the Civilian 

on Corps would provide 
employment for 300,000 individuals 
in the next fiscal year, while 500,- 
000 more persons would obtain 
work on general public works car- 
ried on under regular appropriations 
to the various Government depart- 
ments, 

Industrial Rate Fall. 

Speaking of WPA and NYA, 
the committee report said the need 
for continuing them on at least the 
current basis was apparent because 
industrial production had fallen 32 
per cent since last fall. 

“The national income has declined 
from an annual rate of $68,000,000,- 
000 to a rate of about $56,000,000,- 
000,” it added. “Since September, 
1937, more than 3,000,000 workers 
have lost their jobs in private in- 
dustry... . 

“While the rate of decline in pri- 
vate employment has slowed down 
and the number of additional work- 
ers who lost their jobs in March 
was relatively small, the need for 


relief of unemployed workers con- 
tinues unabated.” 

The committee gave two reasons 
for the continuing need of relief: 
Unemployed workers who have 
been able to exist on their resources 
for a short time will be running 
out of funds, and cessation of un- 
employment compensation paid 
workers, during the first weeks of 
their unemployment will compel 
these persons to turn to relief of- 
fices for aid. 

While some seasonal improve- 
ment in employment may occur 
during the next two or three 
months, the committee asserted, “it 
appears that any such improvement 
will be offset by the accumulated 
need of workers who have not yet 
been taken onto these programs.” 

The PWA end of the program, 
the report said, will consist of some 
7000 to 7500 projects costing an 
average of $240,000 on the basis of 
$750,000,000 provided for grants. The 
program, it said, “will result in the 
placing of over $750,000,000 of or- 
ders for heavy materials.” 

The projects, the committee as- 
serted, are of a size which general- 
ly can be started. in two to . six 
months and completed within 18 
months. 

Ends Lump-Sum Policy. 

The legislation, key item in the 
$4,500,000,000 pump-priming pro- 
gram, would end the practice of 
giving lump-sum relief appropria- 
tions to the President. It would re- 
tain for him, however, the right to 
pass on all work relief and public 
works projects. 

Outright appropriations of $2,- 
519,425,000 are included. The Works 
Progress Administration would re- 
ceive the largest share—$1,250,000,- 
000—to provide 2,800,000 jobs from 
July 1 to next Feb. 1. 

The provisions in the relief bill 
which give the President authority 
to approve or turn down individual 
projects were penciled into the bill 
just before it was introduced late 
yesterday, That action followed a 
White House conference among the 
President and legislators who han- 
dle appropriations. 

Then, in what some Senators 
called an attempt to obtain assur- 
ances that the Senate would not 
tamper with those provisions, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau, 
WPA Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins and Acting Budget Director 
Daniel W. Bell held another con- 
ference with Senator Byrnes 
(Dem.), South Carolina, who will 
pilot the legislation through the 
Senate, 

Of the WPA appropriation, a 
maximum of $425,000,000 could be 
used for highways and streets, 
$250,000,000 for educational and 
“white collar” projects, and $575,-. 
000,000 for miscellaneous develop- 
ments, such as conservation, pow- 
er and water plants. 

The National Youth Administra- 
tion, a branch of WPA, is listed 
for $75,000,000, while the Farm Se- 
curity Administration would receive 
$175,000,000 for rehabilitation of 
needy farmers. The Puerto Rican 
Reconstruction Administration 
would be given $6,000,000, and about 
$20,000,000 is included for adminis- 
trative expenses of various agen- 
cies which co-operate with WPA. 

Money could not be allotted for

FATHER TESTIFIES AT HEARING

He Says Son Has Idea He Is Being

A jury in Probate Court began 
hearing testimony today in the suit 
of Orla M. Hill, a lawyer, to have 
Norman L. Nulsen, former presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Terminal 
Warehouse Co., declared of unsound 
mind.

Committee Authorized. 

R. S. Brownlee of Brookfield, for- 
mer member of the State Highway 
Commission and president of the 
association, was authorized to ap- 
point committees and take the nec- 
essary steps for immediate draft- 
ing of the proposed amendment in 
its final form, circulation of initia- 
tive petitions to place the proposal 
on the ballot of the November elec- 
tion, and to raise funds to finance 
a campaign for adoption of the 
amendment in the election. 

The new program provides not 
only for additional revenue but for 
additional major and supplement- 
ary road construction, a new system 
of apportioning highway funds, in- 
cluding allotments to the cities, for 
the first time; additional traffic 
relief roads, and broadens some of 
the powers of the State Highway 
Commission. 

The proposal is designed as a 
substitute for Gov. Stark’s adminis- 
tration measure, passed by the 1937 
Legislature, increasing the gasoline 
tax to 3 cents. This law, which 
was to become effective in Decem- 
ber, when the present constitu- 
tional limitation on any increase 
in gasoline tax expires, will be sub- 

to a referendum in the No- 
vember election, through initiative 
petitions filed by opponents. 

Would Go Into Constitution,

Expulsion of the Archduke from 
the family dominant in Europe for 
700 years was announced shortly | 
after he married Katherine Bucs- 
kay, 27-year-old country school 
teacher and daughter of a small 
town mechanic. It was disclosed 
in a statement by Count Josef Hun- 
yadi, tative in Hungary of 
Archduke Otto, head of the House 
of Hapsburg and pretender to the 
non-existant throne of Austria. 

Count Hunyadi said that “King 
and Emperor Otto” several years 
ago issued a circular letter to all 
members of the Hapsburg family 
reminding them that if they should 
marry beneath their rank they au- 
tomatically would cease to be mem- 
bers of the Imperial House. 

“Since Archduke Albrecht con- 
cluded a mesalliance he therefore 
ceased to me a member of the 
House of Hapsburg,” the Count said. 

Albrecht, who looks younger than 
his 40 years, was married in 1930 
to Mme. Irene de Rudnay, divorced 
wife of a Hungarian diplomat. But 
that marriage, which ended in di- 
vorce, took place before Otto issued 
his warning letter. Moreover, it 
was a civil ceremony and therefore 
unrecognized under the Hapsburg 
family law, | 

The Archduke’s marriage yester- 
day was a religious ceremony in 
the 1000-year-old abbey at Panno- 
halma. Civil rites were held Sat- 
urday.

F. A. Turgeon in his report on grain 
and grain marketing, presented in 
the Canadian House of Commons 
by Trade Minister W. D. Euler. 

The report is the result of the Jus- 
tice’s investigation as a royal com- 
missioner extending over more than 
a year. : 

Findings in the report included: 

A compulsory Government wheat 
board is not practical. 

The futures trading system . at 
Winnipeg should be continued sub- 
ject to supervision of the exchange 
by a competent officer under the 
Board of Grain Commissioners. 

Voluntary flexible wheat pools, 
selling in line with world condi- 
tions and with, not against, the 
trade, should be encouraged. 

Unger normal conditions Canada’s 
marketing pcticy, the report said, 
should be to continue futures trad- 
ing and encourage the building up 
of producers’ co-operatives after the 
pattern of tne Australian pools. 

(The Australian pools are volun- 
tary organizations in which mem- 
bers promise to deliver 50 per cent 
of their wheat to the co-operative. 
There is no penalty for failure to 
deliver except loss of membership.)

“We must gather together around 
the joint strengths of Britain and 
France and under authority of a 
league of countries prepared to re- 
sist and if possible prevent acts of 
violent aggression,” he declared. 
“There is the path to safety and 
there is the only guarantee of free- 
dom.” 

He condemned any peace pact 
with Germany which might return 
its war-lost colonies or result in 
muzzling the British press. 

“That policy,” he asserted, “is one 
which would be disgraceful and 
disastrous. In the first place it 
would lead us straight to war. We 
should be helplessly gagged, appar- 
ently consenting spectators to the 
orrors which would spread through 
Central Europe.” 

Cool Reception in Press. 

The press gave Churchill's speech 
a cool reception, some reporting it 
curtly and others lengthily but 
buried among obituaries. Only the 
liberal News-Chronicle recognized 
his plea with editorial comment. 

Churchill has given a magnif- 
icent answer to the defeatism which 
has surrounded the country’s 
leaders like a foul miasma,” the 
‘News-Chronicle said. ‘The clarion 
call which he has sounded will find 
an echo in millions of British 
homes now dismayed by Govern- 
ment feebleness.” 

Ultimate. success of Churchill's 
pian could mean defeat of the con- 
servative Government, overthrow of 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain or an upheaval.in Government 
policy.

Adolf Hitler’s train pulled out of 
Florence last midnight to start for 
Brenner Pass, the Alpine gateway 
to Italy. | 
Premier Mussolini told Hitler 
good-by with a surprise spectacle 
which rivaled all the other grandi- 
ase events of his stay in Italy. As 
the Fascist and Nazi dictators 
reached the railway station, a bar- 
rage of fireworks burst from the 
station roof, illuminating the sky 


for miles around. A chorus of 10,- 


000 children, uniformed and lined 
up row on row against the nearby 
fountains, sang a farewell to Hitler. 
Colored floodlights played on the 
square, bands played and thousands 
of troops formed a final honor 
guard for the departing guest. 
Hitler wore an expression of boy- 
ish pleasure and bewilderment 
when the fireworks shot up and 
the singing began. Then he stepped 
aboard his special train and headed 
for home: | 

‘The program in Florence in his 
honor was a crowded one. The last 
event was a special opera perform- 
ance, at which he arrived half an 
hour late and left after the first 
act.

The House bill provides for a 
graduated scale of.labor standards 
beginning with a minimum wage 
of 2 cents an hour and a maxi- 
mum work week of 44 hours. The 
Senate passed a bill last summer, 
however, permitting a board to: fix 
maximum wages up to 40 cents an 
hour and a maximum work week 
of 40 hours or more. 

Because of the differences be- 
tween the two bills, the Senate 
either would have to agree to the 
House provisions or ask that a 
Joint Committee work out a com- 
promise, 

Administration leaders expressed 
concern that Senate opponents 
would try to prevent appointment

Workers’ Delegates Approve French 

Plan for Coal Mines. 
GENEVA, May 10.—The workers 
group of the International Coal 
Conference “provisionally” support- 
ed last night a French Government 
yilan for 42-hour week in coal mines. 
A. D. Lewis, international repre- 
sentative of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, said American 
workers favored a general reduction 
of hours in coal mines throughout 
the world, but maintained their own 
demands for a six-hour day and a 
five-day week. The French Govern- 
ment plan was incorporated in a 
resolution submitted by the United 
States Government delegate, Ralph 
J. Watkins, and delegates of six 
other governments. The conference 
adopted the resolution with the em- 
ployers’ group abstaining, thereby 
placing the question of hours on the 
agenda of the 1939 international la- 
bor conference.

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WHAT THEY’RE DOING TO THE EXPRESS HIGHWAY. 

Under the head of “community improvement,” the 
WPA is riprapping the steep banks abutting the 
eastern end of the express highway. Swarms of 
men are being employed in the work and their 
wages, together with cost of materials, are mount- 
ing to a formidable sum. 

There is no question that. some treatment of the 
banks was necessary to keep clay from washing

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A WATERFOWL SUGGESTION. 


In view of repeated alarms in the past decade 
that migratory waterfowl were going the way of the 
heath hen and the passenger pigeon, a recent state- 
ment of the Bureau of Biological Survey of the 
United States Department of Agriculture is of espe- 
cial interest. . 

Basing its judgment on the findings of thousands 
of observers in this country and Canada, the Biolog- 
ical Survey says: 

The success of the Survey’s program for the 
restoration of our migratory waterfowl is al- 
ready apparent, and in most parts of the country 
za noticeable increase in the number of ducks 
and geese has been recorded. The situation is 
not the same in all four flyways, the evidence 
accumulated indicating a greater increase in 
the Mississippi and Atlantic flyways. Little, if 
any, improvement has been detected in the Cen- 
tral flyway, and conditions in general were but 
slightly improved in the Pacific flyway. Never- 
theless there seems to be no question that our 
ducks and geese are slowly increasing. 


One of the chief causes of dwindling waterfowl 
was a succession of drouths in Canada which de- 
stroyed many feeding and nesting places. These 


flyway less than others, because the mallard, which 
has always preponderated here, has a more extensive 
breeding range than other species. It has often 
been remarked by the Bureau of Biological Survey 
that the mallard was hurt by the drouths much ‘less 
than any other species. \ 
For this reason, the alarmists—many of hom are 
of the fanatical sort who seize upon any occasion 
to urge complete abolition of all hunting—were never 
taken very seriously here. Nevertheless, the shoot- 
ing restrictions, progressively severe, applied to this 
flyway as well as the others.

quarreled with Nazis, you and your friends 


ganged up on them, about 10 to 1, and 
beat them so severely that the life of one 
of them was considered in some danger. 

Next day, in police court, you received 
something that no longer exists in Germany 
for anybody: justice. Under parallel cir- 
cumstances in your fatherland, you would 
have been sent to a concentration camp or 
something worse. In America, you were 
defended by a Jewish lawyer appointed by 
the Court, and the magistrate, himself a 
war veteran, found you not guilty, as was 
obviously the case, of carrying a concealed 
weapon, 3 

I take it for granted that the lesson of 
this was lost on you and your fellow-Nazis, 


. swaggering around Yorkville, and that they 
regard you as a hero who frightened an. 


American court into setting you free. 


You have been in this country only three 
years, and obviously, you don’t understand 
America or anything about it. You were 
born in 1921, three years after the end of 
the Great War.

The market appraisal of worth as deter- 
mined by demand and supply is to become 
effective only when it corresponds with 
prices which the public authority deems fair 
and reasonable. 

The logic of the President's position, it 
seems to us, would involve first the resto 
ration of competition in fields where mo 
nopoly is believed to exist. With competi 
tion, prices of the commodities in question 
would fall to their natural level, whether 
produced by large or small producers, and 
the desired balance then would be esta 
lished, with prices of all goods determined 
by natural economic law. 

It seems to us the President is unwit- 
tingly, perhaps, attacking two separate prob- 
lems. Of the concentration of wealth and 
financial authority there is, of course, no 
question. That it is responsible in any a> 
preciable measure for the present low level 
of industrial activity, as the President ind 
cates, may reasonably be doubted.

One on Ratification of Constitu- 
tion, Other for Air Mail. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—A new 
cent stamp commemorating the 
150th anniversary of the Constitu- 
tion’s ratification wil go on sale 
at Philadelphia June 21. Ita shape, 
color and design will be announced 


later. 

Postmasters have placed orders 
for 10,000,000 of the 6-cent air mail 
stamps which will inaugurate na- 
tional air mail week mext Saturday. 
First day covers will be cancelled 
at Dayton, O., home of Orville and 
Wilbur Wright, and at St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., scene of the first pas- 
senger-carrying flight. Guided only 
by bonfires, the pilot of a United 
Air Lines plane will follow on May 
20 a route flown in 1921 by Jack 
Knight when he made the first 
night flight of the air mail. The 
route is from North Platte, Neb.,

declared. He spoke the thanks of 
the Spanish people for ambulances 
and hospital supplies sent from the 
United States, but said much more 
help was needed. 

Speaking in fluent English, Pre- 
teceille, small, slightly gray, 
dressed in black, pleaded for the 
lifting of the United States embargo 
against shipment of war supplies 
to Spain. He declared the Spanish 
loyalists are fighting a war for 
peace, “for yourselves”—the people 
of the United States—and that by 
international law the 
government of Spain, which is the 
republican government, is entitled 
to purchase from other nations the 
arms it needs to defend itself. Res- 
toration of this legal right was 
what Spain was seeking, he de- 
clared. 

Says Others Would Follow. 

If the United States would take 
the lead, France and Great Britain 
would follow, he predicted, and with 
abundant military supplies the vic- 
tory would soon be won. He, too, 
deplored the prevalence in the 
United States of the view that the 
loyalist cause seems to be lost. 

“The news of our death has been 
greatly exaggerated,” he declared. 
He gave four reasons why the loy- 
alists would win: First, they are 
united; second, their spirit is un- 
conquerable; third, the military sit- 
uation of the Fascist (Franco) is 
weak (here he described the vulner- 
ability of the wedge Franco has 
driven to the sea on the east); 
fourth, the are working 
night and day to provide food and 
the women and men not fit for 
fighting are manning the factories 
in continuous operation to produce 
munitions and other supplies, 

“Hitler and Mussolini have bit off 
a bigger mouthful than they can 
chew,” he declared, “and it will 
choke them to death.” He remind- 
ed the audience of what happened 
to Napoleon. 

He and the other speakers de- 
clared the Spanish situation is a 
serious threat to world peace, that 
Hitler and Mussolini are testing 
out in that arena their new war 
machines and tactics in preparation 
for greater conquests. To help 
Spain would be to aid the cause of 
peace and democracy, he asserted. 

Appeal to Women.

The younger 
Tyrone was first billed in the 
movies as Tyrone Power Jr., but,

anyway, the youth dropped the 
“Jr.” thing about a year ago. 

He's a likely and likable chap. 
Full of ambition and a desire to 
really act but he arrived at his 
present position—an important one 
when you consider that he is being 
co-starred with Norma Shearer in 
the coming production of “Marie 
Antionette”’—by a devious ropte 
which saw him, at one time, as a 
dispenser of soda water in a drug 
store. In that job he learned to 
show up for work every morning 
on time. Got there late one day 
and was docked for it just when 
he needed the money most.

HEN fame brought him into the 
Weve salary bracket Ty set out 
to do the things he had always 
wanted to do, or imagined that he 
wanted to do. He leased a mansion 
in Beverly Hills for his mother and 
himself; he bought a swanky, ex- 
pensive automobile; and he made 
the rounds of the resort and night 
spots that had been closed to him 
heretofore because he couldn’t af- 
ford the price.

couldn’t stand the isolation any 
longer. He gave it up and got a 
much smaller and more comfortable 
house. His car was so big it was 
a nuisance in traffic. He rolled 
the big automobile in a garage and 
got a small, light car which he 
drives ‘everywhere himself and 
doesn’t care who knows it. 

After rushing feverishly from one 
night spot to another and dashing

Jt was while at this last job that 
he decided once and for all to seek 
a career on the stage or in films 
his famous father before him 
had done. 

His first taste of the theater 
came when he spent a few years 
in California as a child while his 
father worked in Hollywood. Ty- 
rone got a small part in the Mis- 
sion Play at old San Gabriel Mis- 
sion, playing the role of a little In- 
dian boy. 

Some years later his father re- 
introduced him to the stage in a 
Shakespearian company that played 
throughout the Middle West. Ty 
can give you now about half the 
lines of most Shak char- 
acters, since he understudied them 
all during his tour with the com- 
. And he played the various 
roles until his father approved of 
the interpretations. 

After a lengthy tour, Ty left the 
company to try his luck in Holly- 
wood. His luck wasn't so good. He 
could only get an occasional job as 
an extra and one minor role in a 
picture called “Tom Brown of Cul- 
ver” at Universal studios, where he 
was in stock, The star of the pic- 
ture was Tom Brown, who, in Hol- 


lywood’s best tradition, later played 
a supporting role with Tyrone in 
“In Old Chicago,” 

But that is getting ahead of the 
story somewhat. Universal dropped 


Tyrone at the “option period” and 


he left for Chicago when another 
film spot failed to turn up. 


In the Windy City, Ty called at 
radio station after radio station in 
search of a spot when the theater 
failed to yield a role. But at each 
station, he usually ran into the 
same story. 

“I’m sorry,“ the handsome youth 
was told, “but the part has been 
filled.” When he asked who got 
the role, Ty usually discovered it 
was Don Ameche, whose career in 
many ways has paralleled his own. 
Later he and Don were to test for 
the same film roles in picture after 
picture. Don was tested for the 
role in Lloyds of London,” but 
Zanuck needed him in another 
show that went before the cameras 
first, and the part was won by 
young Power. . 

After playing in several radio 
skits and a stage role in “Romance” 
with Hugenie Leontovitch at the 
Blackstone Theater, which had an 
eight weeks’ run, Tyrone left for 
New York to try his luck on Broad- 


way.

Ty said he has thought 
since that it would have been a good 
idea if he had gone on to casting 
directors, with shoes in hand, be- 
cause he had never aroused 80 
much attention and curiosity as he 
did trudging across New York at 
that hour. Nothing came of the 
party—except a good many blisters 
on his feet.
